The Coleman Fish and Gamel 
Association have received a sub-| 
stantial cheque from the Calga 
Power Co. to help defray costs oil 
the dam to be erected on Ellison| 
Creek. 

As members of the associatior 
have pointed out it is quite pos¬ 
sible that many residents of Cole¬ 
man do not realize that within a 
very few miles of town there ex¬ 
ists a location that can be devel-^ 
oped into a fishing site unex¬ 
celled in the entire province. This 
has been a known fact, both to 
the game branch and to local 
Isaac Waltons for years, but ev¬ 
ery effort to develop the proj¬ 
ect has met with seemingly in¬ 
surmountable obstacles. This site 
is only four miles north of the 
main highway on the Ellison 
Creek, and known locally for years 
as McLaren’s Dam. 

The most.depressing aspect from 
the fisherman’s point of view is 

that McLaren’s Dam no longer 

exists. Some years ago, for rea¬ 
sons and by persons unknown, 
the dam was demolished, thereby 
ruining some of the finest fishing 
known in the district. 

The objective of the Coleman 
Fish and Game Association is o 
have this dam reconstructed this 
fall, in readiness for a heavy stock¬ 
ing program planned by the pro¬ 
vincial game department next 
spring. 

The association made a new sur¬ 
vey this summer on this project, 
and the same problems as in the 
past threatened failure again. An 
appeal to the Calgary Power Co. 
bore fruit in the form of financial 
assistance. 

Negotiations are under way to 
secure the necessary heavy equip¬ 
ment required and timber for the 
spillway has been secured. A great 
deal of volunteer labor will be 
necessary and it is hoped that 
anyone requested to help will an¬ 
swer the call. The Association is 
confident that with persistent ef¬ 
forts and the support of the pub¬ 
lic, fishing in this district can be 
brought back to high standards 
the old-timers reminisce about.

COLEMAN RESIDENTS ANGERED OVER 
DELAY IN PROVIDING NEW POSTAL 
BUILDING-old one described as "Shambles" 


Coleman residents are complaining about 
the condition of the Coleman post office build¬ 
ing which many describe as a "shambles". 

The office, located in the heart of the bu¬ 
siness section, is a frame building which has 
serviced a population of approximately 3,000 
tr 4,000 persons for well over 20 years. Many 
here feel that if the structure were not used 
for postal services the authorities would prob¬ 
ably have condemned the structure many 
years ago. 

Town business men feel that with the vol¬ 
ume of business that a more adequate build¬ 
ing should be provided. The interior is dark 
and storing and shelving space is very limited 
and the staff has had to contend with difficult 
conditions for many years. 

I n 1939 Coleman was slated to have a new 
post office building but it was dropped through 
some unknown reason and again during the 
past few years it seemed a new post office was 
gung to be built as the federal government 
had allotted $100,000 for the structure. Again 
the matter was side-tracked and Coleman citi¬ 
zens are critical of the delay as is the Board of 
Tn de.

1 — Get everyone out of the house 
the minute you discover a fire. 

2— Don't fling doors open if you 
think there’s a fire — feel them 
first and if they're hot, get out 
another way cr block the doors 
with furniture or dampened mat¬ 
tresses to keep out the smoke and 
gases. 

3— If you have to pass through 
smoke or heat, crouch down and 
hold a wet handkerchief over your 
nose and mouth. ^ 

4— Avoid panic, keep cool, don't 
jump from upper storey windows 
except as a last resort. Wait for 
the firemen — a closed door will 
hold back fire. 

5— -Don't go back into a burn¬ 
ing building for any reason other 
than to save a life—and remem¬ 
ber that smoke dnd fire gases can 
be deadly. 

6— Unless it s a small fire and 
you’re certain you can control it 
with the right extinguisher, don’t 
waste your time or your life by 
trying to fight a fire—get away 
from it and call the fire depart¬ 
ment at once—they know how to 
fight it. 

7— Plan with your family what 
to do in case of a fire — plan o 
use an alternate escape route away 
from the fire. 

8— If you are burned or exposed 
to fire and smoke, get medical 
treatment at once.

Egg quality 
can be 
controlled 

Egg quality can be control¬ 
led by following a few simple 
rules of management 

1. House only pullets which are 
healthy and in good condition. 
Housing time is a good time to 
chll and cull hard. Healthy, vigor¬ 
ous birds are an asset—not a lia¬ 
bility. 

2. Feed a balanced ration. This 
is a very important factor in the 
control of egg quality. Remember 
that pullets are potential egg ma¬ 
chines and no machine will oper¬ 
ate efficiently on low grade fuel. 

3. Provide plenty of clean wa¬ 
ter. Not only does water consti¬ 
tute „ approximately 56 percent of 
a chicken’s body weight and 66 
percent of the egg but it ranks 
far above any other substance as 
regards rate of turnover in the 
body. A plentiful supply of good 
water is a must in the production 
of quality eggs. 

4. Once the pullets are housed 
in the fall, before they have reach¬ 
ed 25 percent production, they 
should be kept confined. Confine¬ 
ment to the house aids in the con¬ 
trol of disease and is an important 
factor in the production of high 
quality e£gs- Approximately three 
to three and one half square feet 
of floor space should be allowed 
for each pullet. 

5. Keep all equipment clean. Wa¬ 
ter fountains or pails should be 
washed ‘daily; feeders, etc., as 
needed. 

6. Gather eggs often and store 
in a cool place. Quality in eggs 
demands that they be gathered at 
least three times daily and cooled 
as rapidly as possible. 

Strict adherence to a few fun¬ 
damental rules of management I 
will greatly improve the quality 
of eggs produced on the average 


World demand 
for newsprint 
still climbing 

World demand for newsprint, 
steadily increasing since the Sec¬ 
ond World War, is expected to 
continue to outpace production for 
many years to come, a Canadian 
Press story reports. 

"World production of newsprint 
is half,as high again as it was in 
the years before the war,” reports 
the Financial Times, “yet a world¬ 
wide shortage of newsprint per- 


1. Destruction of capacity dur¬ 
ing the war, and the effects of the 
war in retarding the installation 
of new capacity. “Thus although 
Canadian output was considerably 
higher in 1945 than in 1939, total 
world production dropped by more 
than 30 percent.” 

2. The growth of demand has 
been magnified by the “steady 
progress of the world economy 
since the war.” 

3. The high cost of newsprint 
machinery has caused manufactur¬ 
ers to lag “somewhat behind” the 
growth in demand.

Baffle of The 
"Crows Nesf" 

A report was once sent to Otta¬ 
wa that the Crow’s Nest Pass on 
the Alberta-B.C. border, was so 
named for its pecluliar shape. This 
happens to be contrary to the 
evidence of early missionaries, sur¬ 
veyors, settlers and Indians of 
that Rocky Mountain and foothill 
country. 

In the years 1852-54, the Bloods, 
Peigans and Blackfoot were all 
flourishing together under one 
language, and weer known as the 
great Blackfoot Nation. At this 
time their main camp was near the 
present city of Lethbridge. 

This was about 15 years before 
the American freetraders came up 
from Montana and established 
their whiskey trading forts, to 
start the years of strife and blood¬ 
shed between the tribes and the 
whites. An era which lasted until 
the establishment of the North 
West Mounted Police at Fort Mac- 
leod in 1874. 

But meanwhile across the line 
in the United States, a tribe of In¬ 
dians known as the Crows, roam¬ 
ed. Unknown to the Blackfoot, this 
tribe had been shifting over the 
border time and again—stealing 
horses. When they were finally 
discovered, the Blackfoot massed 
for a surprise attack. 

The Crows were encampened in 
the shelter of th e lone limestone 
and shale mountain at the ent¬ 
rance of the Pass. The chiefs in 
this Blackfoot war-party were all 
well known for their bravery by 
the early pioneers. Big Swan and 
Running Wolf of the Peigans were 
known for their ability and cun¬ 
ning to strike fast. And there was 
Cross Chief a great warrior of the 
tribe. Their deeds are still the talk 
of the old Indians in the south¬ 
western foothills. 

In that terrific and recisive 
battle the Crows were completely 
annihilated, and the Blackfoot 
with few Jfasulalties returned to 
camp victorious. Since that day 
the ambush in which the Crows 
were hiding has been known as 
the “Crows Nest”. 

Bones and arrowheads could be 
found for years afterwards, but 
around the turn of the century, 
souvenir hunters left it too late. 
Tragedy always seems to have 
struck swiftly, ruthlessly in this 
mountain pass. There was a sud¬ 
den and slight earthquake in 1901. 
Then early one morning in 1903, 
50 years after the Indian battle, 
the whole side of the mountain 
roared out and down the valley. 
Seventy million tons spread over

Officially a 
Ghost Town 


Thirty-five years ago some¬ 
body in the little coal mining 
town of Nordeg.g, Alta., about 60 
miles west of Red Deer, started a 
society called the Nordegg Liter¬ 
ary and Athletic Society which 
mushroomed after that into being 
the town’s central entertainment. 

With some 500 members, the so¬ 
ciety built up a $5,000 library. 
They kept a thriving ball club 
going and even sent a hockey 
team down to Calgary’s Stam¬ 
pede Corral once for an exhibition 
game which was fun even if they 
didn’t win. 

Recently a serious young man 
bent over a bandaged child in Al¬ 
berta Red Cross Crippled Child¬ 
ren’s Hospital and gave a cheque 
for $1500 to Col. D. H. Tomlin¬ 
son, Alberta Red Cross Commis¬ 
sioner. 

Now a Ghost Town 

As he did the little town of 
Nordegg became officially a ghost 
town. The $1500 were the last as¬ 
sets of the Nordegg Literary and 
Atheltic Society, being handed 
over to Tied Cross in a lump sum 
by Tony Mele, formerly of Nor¬ 
degg and still acting society pre¬ 
sident. 

The memories and traditions of 
35 years were in Mr. Mele’s eyes 
as he explained the society’s ges¬ 
ture. 

“While everybody was moving 
away, we talked about what we 
should do with the money,” he 
said. “Everybody agreed that no¬ 
body would get much if we split 
the $1,500 among 120 members — 
all we had the last few months. 

“We wanted the Red Cross to 
have the money,” he said. 

A short time ago the society 
gave its $5,000 library' to another 
small town. The Nordegg Literary 
and Athletic Society finished oper¬ 
ations as such about one month 
ago. 

“We have rarely received a do¬ 
nation we appreciated as much as 
this one," said a Red Cross offic¬ 
ial who watched the few people 
from Nordegg walk down the hill 
from the hospital to their new 
homes. Nordegg’s mines closed this 
year for lack of markets.

Engineers bucking against time 
installing microwave system 

Telephone engineers are racing time and 
weather across mountainous B.C. to path test 
the rout of the westernmost section of the 
world's longest microwave system before 
winter sets in.

Leapfrogging from mountain! to 
mountain, telephone forces in B.C. 
are blazing- a trail for the con¬ 
struction of approximately 12 relay 
.stations, including steel towers and 
antennas, between Vancouver and 
the Alberta border. 

Engineers have completed path 
testing between the Crowsnest 
Pass and Morrissey Ridge, near 
Fernie; between the Pernie site 
and Moyie, and between Moyie 
and Thompson Mountain, near 
Creston, and are proceeding west. 

In selecting sites for the relay 
stations .telephone crews are hack¬ 
ing their way through the most 
rugged portion of the entire trans¬ 
continental microwave route. They 
are bulldozing access “roads" up 
difficult mountain sides to alti¬ 
tudes as high as 7,500 feet to ob¬ 
tain clear, line-of-sight shots be¬ 
tween relay stations. 

By the time the $5,000,000 B.C. 
section is completed in 1058. many 
British Columbians will have be¬ 
come familiar with the relay tow¬ 
ers and their antennas — symbols 
of one of the greatest communica¬ 
tions achievements in Canada. 

Known as TD-2, the microwave 
system will permit the “stacking" 
of 120 telephone circuits above the 
television signal. 

The TD-2 system will carry tele¬ 
phone conversations and television 
from coast to coast with the speed 
of light by means of 137 relay sta- 


Bob Edwards 
still recognized 
great editor 


In the Calgary Eye Opener of 
October 6, 1906, Bob Edwards has 
as his leading- story the banquet 
tendered to Peter McGonigle of 
the Midnapore Gazettte by the 
Calgary Boaiid of Trade. The oc¬ 
casion was Mr. McGonigle’s re¬ 
lease from Edmonton penitentiary, 
a matter for civic congratulation. 
Incidentally this little flight of 
fancy on the part of Bob Edwards 
was taken seriously at Toronto, 
and the news cabled in all serious¬ 
ness to England, where it created 
great commotion especially in the 
Lord Strathcona circles. A law¬ 
suit overhung Bob Edwards, ex¬ 
cept that no lawyer wanted to be 
laughed out of court. 
Complimentary Banquet 

As banquets seem to be the or¬ 
der of the day in Calgary, we pre¬ 
sent the correct report of a pleas¬ 
ant function pulled off last week. 
The banquet tendered by the Cal¬ 
gary Board of Trade to Mr. Peter 
McGonigle on the occasion of his 
release from the Edmonton peni¬ 
tentiary proved a great success. 
Mr. McGonigle spent some time up 
north trying to live down a con¬ 
viction of horse stealing. Quite a 
number of prominent citizens were 
present, and with Mayor Emer¬ 
son in the chair, the songs, toasts 
and speeches passed off with all 
the eclat possible on such short 
notice. 

Letters of regret were read from 
Lord Strathcona, Earl Grey, Pre- 
mier.Rutherford, Joseph Seagram. 
W. F. Maclean, Rev. John McDou- 
gall and others. 

Lord Strathcona's letter wS^f 
read as follows: To Mayor John 
' Emerson. Dear Jack — You don’t 
mind my calling you Jack, old 
cock. I regret exceedingly that I 
shall be unable to attend the Mc¬ 
Gonigle banquet, but believe me, 
my sympathies go out to your 
honored guest. The name of Mc¬ 
Gonigle will ever stand high in 
the roll of eminent confiscators. 
Once long ago, I myself came near 
achieving distinction in that direc¬ 
tion when I performed some dex¬ 
terous financing with the Bank of 
Montreal’s funds. In consequence 
however, of C.PJI. stocks going up 
instead of down, I wound up in the 
House of Lords instead of Stoney 
Mountain. Yours truly. Lord 
Strathcona. 

Joseph Seagram, M.P., wired: 
Dear Mr. Mayor: Though unable 
to be with you in the flesh, my

Gonigle all luck in his next ven¬ 
ture.

tions spaced an average of 28 riiiles 
apart/ fnciudihg spurs, the system 
eventually will be 4,300 miles long, 
linking most major centres across 
the country by means of 155 sta¬ 
tions. 

Preliminary surveys in B.C. were 
made by air, and tests to establish 
basic line-of-sight paths were 
made by the rise of mirror-reflect¬ 
ed light from point to point before 
actual radio path testing began. 
The latter opei-Sticn is being car¬ 
ried out with three portable steel 
towers which come in sections and 
can be raised to a height of 200 
feet. The tower sections and other 
equipment are transported by 
four-wheel-drive vehicles or on 
foot where roads have not yet been 
put all the way to the sites. Most 
B.C. relay sites are above the 4,- 
500-foot level. 

During the light testing opera¬ 
tions a helicopter was used on the 
leg between Sumas Mountain, near 
Abbotsford ,and Dog Mountain, 
near Hope. A man was dropped by 
helicopter on Dog Mountain which 
is inaccessible except on foot, to 
act as a relay station there, while 
the helicopter made several runs 
over Sumas Mountain. Light mir¬ 
rors were used in both cases to 
determine the line-of-sight con¬ 
ditions between. 

The cross-country microwave 
skyway is a co-operative under¬ 
taking of the seven major tele- 
phdne systems in Canada, which 
make up the Trans-Canada Tele¬ 
phone System. Each system is 
building the facilities for the chain 
in the territory it serves and con¬ 
necting them with those of other 
systems.
